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Mayor Explains 
Tax Increase 
For This Year 


A letter to the katepayers of the 
Town of Gleichen. 

Dear Ratepayers: 

You will find that your taxes will 
be somew/ iat high this year; and Dear 
Businesmen, you will find that your 
business tax will be increased this 
year. The purpose of this letter 
js to tel] you what it is all about and 
to point out to some extent what 
you are getting for your tax-dollars, 

First of all, the schoo] requisition 
for this year is over $1,700 more than 
Jast year which will take about 4 
mills extra. Then we are placing 
thie water tower in operation this 
year which will give us fire protection 
almost everywhere in town, even moat 
of the west end as a hydrant will ve 
placed one block west of the new 
well. New fire hoses will have to ha 
purchased, etc. 

At the request of the inspector, we 
will have to spend up to $1,000 to- 
ward heating and wiring on the Com- 
munity Hall wiiich will require 2 to 
8 mills, 

We are also paving the Main street 
this year from the highway to the 
Bank of Commerce with all side 
atreet approaches partway surfaced 
with asphalt. 

Besides this new program we will 
maintain all other services so that by 
the end of 1950, Gleichen will have 
more services and advantages thar 
any other town of its si#e I know of,

five in.

One of the bighlights thus far was 
the premier’s report indicating the re- 
sults of his negotiations of Alberta's 
debt refunding program. 

The agreement covers $60,700,000 
of debentures being sold in the United 
States to retire bonds held there. 
Throughout all of the negotiations it 
has been our aim, said Mr. Manning, 
to endeavor to get 3 percent money or 
better and then take advantage of 
the call feature of our American pay 
bonds to call and retire the three and 
a half interest bearing bonds held in 
the United States. 

The schedule divides the ‘bonds into 
three classes, Those that are due 
from 1961 to 1963 which amounts to 
$18,000,000 and will bear coupons at 
25% percent; those that run from 
1964 to 1968 amounting to $24,330,- 
000 will bear coupons at 2% percent 
and those from 1969 to 1973 amount- 
ing to $28,290,000 will bear interest 
at 2%%. This is an average inter- 
est rate of 2.79%. When you add 
to this the costs associated with the 
issuing and sale of bonds, it will 
give us an average interest rate of

that the origina] objective of getting 
money at 8 percent has not only been 
realized, but bettered, 

Not only has this given Alberta 
the most favorable debt picture of 
any province in Canada, but as a 
result of the negotiations just com- 
pleted by Alberta’s Premier, seven 
years have been cut off the time of 
the origina] debt reorganization proe 
gram and in twenty- three years, if 
this schedule is followed, the entire 
amount of Alberta’s bonded debt will 
be paid off, 

The new bonds are redeemable at 
the option of the province in 1954 or 
thereafter on 30 days notice, This 
also shows improvement over the old 
schedule which was to have remained 
in effect for five years before the 
bonds could be called, The new 
schedule has reduced that.to four 
years and cut in half the number of 
days of notice necessary before the 
bonds can be called.

OTTAWA.—Canada is devel- 
bping a jet-powered railway en- 
gine and niaatin about 
building jet automobile engines, 
a@ government scientist disclosed. 

Dr. D. C. MacPhail, head of the 
National Research Cotncil’s super- 
sonics and gas dynaimics section, 
said a government-spomsored project 
to build a gas turbine engine for a 
locomotive “has progressed slightly 
beyond the paper stage’. 

Considerable work om the car en- 
gines already had takem place at Mc- 
Gill University in Montreal and Mc- 
Gill shortly would produce a small 
turbine that could ultimately replace 
gasoline power plants, he said. 

MacPhail and other scientists un- 
der his direction forecast that suc- 
cessful completion of the jet-propel- 
led railway engines would open a new 
era in world railroad transportation. 
They said that if dhe locomotive 
proved its practicality it would re- 
Place diesels on many types of rail 
hauls, particularly on long-distance 
trips, 

The Research Council was work- 
ing on a locomotive turbine in pref- 
erence to one for cars but at the 
game time was devoting “a lot of 
project analysis” to the question of 
building autojets, MacPhail said.
